HAYWARDS IS ALL TORN IP 


OVER COMING BOND ELECTION 


Scheme to Unload the Lighting Company's Old Plant on the 


Town Arouses a Storm of Protests and 


Much Angry Feeling.

is convulsed over an elec- 


tion contest that is stirring the town 
P..H the storm stirs the ocean. It is all 
ovtr a proposed -bond issue to buy the 
plant of the Jiaywards Electric Light 
C'mipany and operate it -as -a imunici- 
3>ul enterprise? 


The scheme is bitterly opposed on 


various grounds, chief oC which is that 
t,hC' plant is obsolete, inadequate, worn 
out and pt'ietically worthless, and can 
never 
be made to pay running ex- 


penses. 


Jt is said that the company owning 


It has naver been able to ma.ke it pa.y, 
and it is contended that 
the 
town 


would 
'be 
imipossiible to make both 


ends meet with It even under ordinary 
circumstances, 
but that with a new 


competitor coming- In and -offering to 
make contracts for any length pf time 
at, 
half 'the prices now charged, the 


plant will 'become an increasing- bur- 
den of expense.; 


The 
bond 
advocates saiy that the 


town ought to buy the plant and hold 
it as a club over the Suburban Com- 
pany, 
'Which is a lessee of the big 


Standard 
Electric Light and Power 


Company, and they contend that the 
present plant can be made to pay ex- 
penses and interest on the ibonds, but 
they are shy on details and take no 
account of tihe reduction In pri'ces en- 
tailed by tho entrance of tihe Suburban 


Opponents of the bonds assert very 


vigorously that the coming of the Su- 
burban and cutting: the prices halC in 
tu'O renders the Haywards plant abso- 
lutely worthless as an investment, and 
that the bond election was simply call- 
ed to unload it on the town.

This company offered to buy 
the poles and wires of the old corn- 
puny, 
but said it had no use for the 


riant. 
This 
offer was refused then, 


though it would probably -be joyfully 
accepted now. The price then offered 
la 
placed at $10,800. But the stock- 


holders 
thought 
they 'had a better 


thing, but now they are moving heaven 
and earth to sell the whole outfit to the 
town for $15,000, although they -have 
paid ?2,500 for a new dynamo since the 
Suburban made its offer. 


.At the outset four of the trustees 


manifested unaccountable hostility to 
the Suburban Company coming- in, al- 
though 
it had power to sell dheap, 


which is just what • Hay words wants, 
but which the old company does not 
generate. Two of 
tihese are 
given 


credit for sincerity. Until recently C, 
M. Peterson, one of 
tho 
Trustees, 


owned $1,000 of stock in the Haywairds 
Company -which he has transferred to 
his son. At least this was alleged in 
his presence at a public meeting- and 
he did not deny it. P. J. Crosby, anoth- 
er one of the Trustees, is the law part- 
ner of E. G. Ryker, who is attorney 
for the Haywards Blectriic Light Com- 
pany. Crosby admitted at the public 
meeting 
mentioned these facts and 


stated that he would share vn the fees 


. his partner received from the corpora- 


tion, but declared that this would not 
Influence his vote.

The, smell and smoke constitute an in- 
tolerable 
nuisance to some. A third 


reason is that the -wires of the present 
plant only reach over about one-half 
of 
the town, and cannot be extended 


without additional expense. The Hay- 
wards Company has refused to extend 
its 
service unless the patrons would 


pay for the poles and wires. Anothei 
objection is that the service is poor, 
the plaint h'avimg all the load it can 
cany. To extend it over the 
whole 


town 
would necessitate an enlarge- 


ment at heavy cost, and the- town fli-as 
no money to do this. 


One of the chief objections is that 


the Suburban Company proposes to re-, 
duce the cost of lighting one-half and 
offers to enter into a stipulation that 
this rate shaJl -be the maximum in 
future. The Haywards Company shuts 
off its lights after 12 o'clock. The Su- 
burban 
Company agrees to run all 


night for half the money. The town 
pays $10 a month for each oif the 17 
arc lights to the Haywards Company. 
Company. Those lights are. extinguish- 
ed at 12 o'clock. The Su'buir-ban Com- 
pany 
offers to keep, them lighted all 


night for So a month, and Co, run its 
wires to any; part- oE.the town required 
without • extra. - expense 
to patrons, 


charging half the present rate for ser- 
vice. It is difficult to see how the old 
company can survive this cut in rates 


'the consequent loss »of pabro- 
with- 
n'age.

Its plant was put .in twelve years 


ago, and was second-hand then. It has 
not been scientifically handled and its 
wires are of varying sizes and some o£ 
them iwtholly inadequate to the service. 
It lias always been .regarded as a los- 
ing concern. "Up till recently coal was 
used as fuel; now oil is used, which -is 
cheaper. The owners admit that they 
lost imoney steadily till the change in 
fuel, 'but claim that they made a profit 
of $750 last year. The local Gradgrtads 
figured 'out, however, that the differ- 
ence betweea tihe cost oE coal and the 
cost 
of fuel does not 
-amount to 


$750. They,also say that this alleged 
profit does not figure in the debit c-f 
$2,500 
for another dynamo which, d-t 


was necessairy to purchase. With this, 
figured in -they say the -balance sheet 
would -show a loss o-f 51,750 instead of 
a profit. 


All 
this leaves entirely aside the 


question, of how a concern that only 
pays a profit of five per cent without 
competition 
can meet expenses with 


competition and rates reduced to one- 
•half. 


The situation is corn-plicated by the 


fact^that the owners of the old .plant 
are all wrell known residents of Hay- 
wards. They have friends among-'the 
townspeople, 
nrany of whom sympa- 


thize witlh tlhem on account of the' in- 
evitable loss that must ifa.il upon them 
unless the town -buys the plant.' Not 
a few place personal friendship and 
sentimental feeling- above public duty 
and good policy, and ihad rather saddle 
•a loss on the commainity than allow it 
to -fall on -tiheiir friends.' - But for this 
the 'bond scheme would not hove a leg] 


, 
thoush the proof of it is not satisfac- 
tory, one item of the. income is 52,040 
for arc lights supplied the town 
at 


$10 per month each. 
Cutting down the 


price one-half, as the Suburban Com- 
pany offers to do for the present and as 
a maximum 'charge for the future, and 
the 
revenue 
from 
this 
source 


would be $1,020 instead of ?2,040. This 
item alone would turn a profit of $750 
into a loss of $230. 
Now figure out 


loss of patronage and reduced rates to 
other consumers and you will 
have 


some idea of how the town would stand 
in this transaction. This takes no ac- 
count of the fact that the Suburban 
Company agrees to run the lights all 
night instead of until 12 o'clock, giving 
in reality four times the service for the 
money. 
Running the lights after 12 


o'clock will jrive us better fire and po- 
lice protection. Another thing — about 
one-half of our townspeople are 
not 


readied by, the present system 
and 


cannot use,the lights if they so desir- 
ed, yet they would'b'e taxed to pay the 
running-, expenses of the plant and 
interest on the bonds. 
Some of them 


want to put in 
electric lights, 
but 


have been deterred by the "fact that 
they have heretofore been required to 
pay the cost of wires and poles 
for 


extending the system to their premises. 
I am in no wise hostile to the Hay- 
wards Company or its owners, 
only 


as a business proposition bonding the 
town to purchase the plant under ex- 
isting conditions appears to me a de- 
liberate waste of public money. 
My 


attitude is not dictated by -friendship 
for one company and hostility toward 
the other, but I cannot reconcile the 
support of this bond proposition with 
either business policy or duty as a 
public official."

"I am opposed to the bonds solely on 


business grounds," said W. E. Meek of 
Meek Brothers. 
"I am in favor of 


municipal ownership of public 
utili- 


ties, but the issue presented to us is 
simply a proposition to buy the plant of 
the Haywards Company.

build a larger brewery if he can use 
cheap 
electric power and manufac- 


ure malt on a large scale for the San 
Francisco market. 
The grocers 
will 


grind their coffee and spices and 
the 


butchers their sausage with it. Elec- 
tric power tit the rates which the Sub- 
urban is contracting to supply will en- 
ormously lower the cost of g-riricHng 
feed and running the cannery. 
This 


will stimulate the growth of the town, 
enlarge its industries and give 
em- 


ployment to more people. 


"The Hunt Brothers Cannery em- 


ploys probably 1,500 people one way 
and another during tho season. It gives 
employment to the townspeople and 
the surrounding country and affords a 
profitable market for all kinds of fruit 
in the neighborhood.

power will enable Hunt Brothers 
to 


greatly enlarge their operations, buy 
more fruit, employ more hands

Yet 
an effort is being made to frustrate this 
golely to dump or. the taxpayers an old, 
worn-out concern that will werl us to 
poor lights, high prices ana nigh taxes 
for years to come." 


ever. The murder was done quietly, and 
at a .time when the streets in the neigh- 
borhood of Oppenheimer's place of bus- 
iness are usually thronged, but so far not 
one has come forward who ea.ii throw 
light on the matter.

The th'eory of Captain Seymour, who 
has given close attention to the case, is 
that some drunken or very careless per- 
son was shooting at the targets with the 
22-c.iliber rifle, when Oppenheimer turned, 
'as the custom is, to go to the targets and 
daub them with'whitewash. 
As he walked towards the targets, it is 
argued, with Ffis back to the patron and 
the street, the shot was fired that ended 
his life. He plunged forward on his face, 
and must have died immediately, as tho 
bullet entered vital portions of the body. 
Then, the police believe, when the vis- 
itor realized what he had done, he quietly 
laid down the gun and stole away, unwill- 
ing to face the chances of proving that he 
shnt Oppenheimer by accident. 
So far no one has come forward who 
cin give any information which may lead 
to the apprehension of the murderer or 
murderess. Eight dollars was stolen, but 
in his pocket was S20. 
It may be that the murderer was in- 
terrupted in his work and fled before the 
pockets of his victim could be searched.

WANTS 
ELECTION 


He 
Desires to Have 


the Charter Changed 


,by People. 


Mayor Anson Barstow will in the near 


future suggest to the Councl.l the advis- 
ability of amending- the charter before 
the present lineal year terminates. 


Tho amendment proposed bj' the Mayor 


will have to do with the Board ol Fire 
and Police Commissioners. 
It is the de- 


sire of the Mayor that the Commission- 
ers should be appointees of the Mayor, 
such as they were before former Mayor 
Partlee had the charter chanced in order 
to oust one of the Commissioners who 
was objectionable to him. 
The 
offices 


under the amendment 
proposed 
by the 


Mayor would have a salary attached, and 
be distinct and separate from any other 
department of municipal government. 


As the Board is now constituted, the 


Mayor, City Attorney and C.ty Engineer 
compose it. The charter provides that the 
men elected to the 
offices just 
named 


Khali be the Board of Public \Yorks and 
the Board of Police and Fire Commis- 
sioners. 


Instead of having the two boards com- 


posed of men whose-time is 'Wholly taken 
up with the duties ot their 
respective 


offices, Mayor Barstow deems it to be to 
tho best interest of the city that the mem- 
bers of both the boards be appointed by 
the Mayor and be responsible to him lor 
the conduct o£ the offices. 


The plan suggested by the Mayor is 


that there should be a Commissioner ap- 
pointed to superintend the Street Depart- 
ment, one (or the Fire Department and 
-><ne for the Police Department, each su- 
preme in his own Held and responsible to 
the Mayor for all actions while in office. 


By having a head for each department, 


it will avoid the confusion which some- 
limes exists under the present system of 
having three heads for the Street, Fire 
and Police Departments. 
The Mayor will also endea.vor to have 


called a special election be:-:ore the ex- 
piration of tlve firscal. year, to submit to 
the. 'People the question of bonding the 
city for needed street and 
other im- 


provements which are,'urgently needed. 


In an informal discussion ct the propo- 


sitions 
today, the Mayor said: "Eight 
years ago J. opposed the creation of the 
'Board of Public Works and Pollen -and 
Fire Commissioners as they are now con- 
stituted. -1 thought that it was a mistake 
then and -I think so now. 
For instance, 


the City Engineer, acting as a membsr of 
the- Board of_ Works, orders himself to 
report 
to I He Board certain 
'measures 


which ought to be 'adopted. This places 
the City Engineer in an awkward posi- 
tion. The City Attorney, acting' as the 
president of the Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners, must report on the legal- 
ity of all matters pertaining to the Police 
and Firo Departments. This again places 
the City Attorney in an emb irrassins" po- 
sition, 'which ' under 
proper 
conditions 


would be most difficult to fill. 
It is for 


this and other reasons that i think the 
charter should be changed in this respect, 
As I will probably not be'the next Mayor 
of -Oakland, the 
suggestion 
that 
the 
Boards 
be changed 
to 
avoid 
friction, 


which now is bound to occu;:, to the det- 
riment of the city, I hope will be con- 
sidered in the light of Impartial efforts 
to do the right thing by tho city and not 
the efforts of an oifice seeke;: who desires 
power.
